Gn-rttf, cnmmentin<; on butter-making 
anil what her cows have done, rays: 


"I will fiiva the figures, as tar as 


possible, ol the 
proceeds »t' our liltlu 


dairy of two cows. 
Owirjp; to our sur- 


roui:din<23, these cows have no pasture, 
but are fud solely on shipstuffs and hay, 
Homutimeg corn fodder and a little oil 
meal. 
One is a one-half bloprl Jersey 


(or Aldernej), four years o'J, with her 
third rail. The other is iln,rou2tibred 
Jersey", three yeiirs old, with her second 
calf. 
Both wets fresh about the first 


of last April. 
A test, made ia Hay, 


give ten pounds four, uurces ot'bullur 
Irorn seven days milk. 
Having only u 


rather warm cellar ia which to keep 
milk during ihe very hot summer, it 
yielded not ruore tha<i two-thirds an 
much butter as it would have done in 
a cool dairy room. 


We bought ihe Jersey cow the 1st 


Jay of June last. 
She was exceeding- 


ly timid und became so frightened in 
bringing her to place that she became 
unmanageable, and was so 
terribly 


abused that we feiired she would die, 
and for a Ions lime gave but littla milk. 
Indeed she will not be herself until she 
is fresh again, 1st oi next March. 


To this day, December 3i), we ha»e 


made 337 pounds of butler, besides 
furnishing our family 'ol' four persons 
and the usual amount of company, with 
cream 
and milk, giving away some. 


We raised a valuable. Jersey calf upon 
the skimmed milk. The milk aod butter 
used in the family we regard as an off- 
set for the keeping of ODP cow, if nit 
both. 
We have sold butter to 
the 


amount of $81.41, aud also sold milk 
and buttermilk to the amount of 810 
more; in all, $91.41. 


This is not t;uess work, but the actual 


account kept from week to week, since 
the lOlb of April last. 


'•Our butter now averages a little 


over ten pounds per week, and seven 
quarts of inilk yield a pound of bu'ter. 


"liyautual measurement this week 


the grade cow gave seven quarts per 
day, and the Jersey four, making eleven 
quarts per day. 
Not less thau ooe 


quart per day must be deducted from 
this for family use. This has not varied 
much since the first ol the month, and 
during the four weeks ending ibis day 
we have made torty-two pounds nine 
ounces of butter.

April L», 1877. 
If these cow* had had 


good pasture in connection with their 
feed, I have no doubt the yield uf but- 
ter would have beau from 50 to 10U 
pounds greater.

The condition ot the Southern States 


ia the most important question before 
the people of this country, just as it 
waa the most important question eight 
years ago, or sixteen years ago, or 
twenty years ago. 
But there is noth- 


ieg in the situation to-day to make ui 
desire to return to the situation of 20 
years ago, and the question is not whit 
we can do for the Southern States, but 
what the Southern people can do for 
themselves. At present, in the lan- 
guage of President Hayes, "the inesti- 
mable blessing of 
wise, honest and 


peaceful local self-government is not 
fully enjpyed." 
That this unfortunate 


picture is true can not be denied, yet 
this state of affairs is brought about 
not by the carpetbaggers, nor by 
Caesar, nor by the troops, but by tho 
dogged determination of the Southern 
people to oppose the constitutional 
amendments, and to oppose civil rights, 
as they had opposed emancipation and 
reconstruction. 


Now a Republican President cornea 


forward, and when asked to declare his 
policy with regard to the Southern 
States, says they must have "a Gov- 
ernment which decides the interests of 
both races tarefully 
and equally— 


a Government which submits loyally 
and heartily to the Constitution and 
laws of the nation aid to the laws of 
the States themselves, accepting and 
obeying faithfully tbe whole Constitu- 
tion as it i'." If the Southern people 
are prepared to show that they are 
really citizens of tho United Stales, by 
establishing and supporting local gov- 
ernments on that basis, they will not 
have any room for complaint from Re- 
publican inteiference, or from Republi- 
can opposition. But they must remem- 
ber that a new order of affairs has 
oomo in, and they wonld do well to 
note the language of tho President 
who represents that order, when he 
says: "A moral obligation rests upon 
the National Government to employ its 
constitutional power and influence to 
establish the rights of tho people it has 
emancipated, and to protect them in 
the enjoyment of those rights."
